Response to Amendment

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. Applicant's amendment to claims 16-20 has overcome the rejection set forth in 
the previous Office Action. Therefore the rejection has been withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 13-19 of the remarks, filed 9/25/07, with 
respect to claims 1, 12, 16, 21, and 22 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims1-22 has been withdrawn.

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose, teach, or suggest the claimed 

limitations of (in combination with all other limitations in the claims), using a printer 
model database generation application configured to dynamically generate a plurality of 
test print jobs, to send the plurality of test print jobs to a first printer driver, and to 
perform an analysis process to compare differences between the plurality of generated 
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test print jobs sent to the first printer driver to generate a printer model database entry 
for the first printer driver, as set forth in claim(s) 1,12,16,21, and 22 and obtaining a 
default initialized structure from a printer driver, updating the structure according to the 
option, and generating the print job using the updated structure, as set forth in claim(s) 
23 and 24.
